—LORD MONBODDO— 
(Continued from our paper of June Ist). 

On his vifits to London, Lord Monsoppo met with 
fo matty more men of profound erudition than he had 
opportunity to converfe with, at the places of his ordi- 
nary refidence, that a journey'to the capital became a 
very favourite amufement of his periods of vacation 
from the bufinefs of the court to which he belonged; 
for a while he accuftomed himfelf to make this journey 
once a-year. A carriage, a vehicle that was not in 
common ufe among the ancients, he confidered as an 
engine of effeminacy and loth, which it was difgraceful 
for a man to make ufe of in travelling. T'o be dragged 
at the tail of a horfe, inftead of mounting upon his back, 
feemed, in his eyes, to be a truly ludicrous degradation 
of the genuine dignity of human nature. In all his 
journies, therefore, between Edinburgh and London, 

he was wont to ride on horfeback, with a fingle’ fer- 
vant attending him. He continued this pra¢tice, with- 
out finding it too fatiguing for his ftrength, till, he 
was upwards of 80 years of age. Within thefe few 
years, on’ his return from a laft vifit, which he made 
of purpofe to take leaye, before his death, of all his 
old friends in_ London, he ‘became exceedingly ill 
upon the road, was umable to ‘proceed, and had he 
not been overtaken by a Scotch friend, who prevailed 
upon him to travel, for the remainder of the way, in 
a carriage, he might, perhaps, have actually perifhed 
by the way fide, or breathed his laft in fome dirty inn. 
Since that time, he has notsagain attempted an équettri- 
an journey to London. 

n London, his vifits were exceedingly acceptable to all 
his friends, whether of the. literary or fafhionable world. 
He was fuch ao amiable hunourilt, oddity and whim 
were, in his character, fo intereftingly affociated with 
learning, ingenuity, and virtue, that it was impoflible 
not to be greatly pleafed with his perfonal appearacce, his 
manners, and his converfation. He delighted to thew 
himfelf at Court; and the King. is faid to.have taken 
a pleafure in converfing with the old man, with a 
diftinguifhing notice that could pot but be very flatter- 
ing to him. He ufed to mingle, with great fatisfaction, 
with the learned and the ingenious, at the houfe of 
Mrs Montracue. However, after the death of his 
friend Mr Harris, he found a very fenfible diminution 
of the pleafure he had been wont to enjoy in the fociety 
of London. 

A conftitution’ of body, naturally framed to wear 
well and laft long, was frengthened to Lord Monsop-~ 
vo. by exercife, guarded by temperance, and bya tenor 
of niind too firm to be deeply broken in upon by thofe 
faftions which confume the principles~of life. In the

without lofs of time, to betake himfelf to ftudy or 
wholefome exercife. It is faid, that he has even found 
the ufe of what he called the arr Bara, or the practice 
of occafionally walking about, for fome minutes, naked, 
in aroom filled with freth and cool air, to be highly 
faluzary. With fome of the ancient legiflators, with 
fome of the favage tribes whofe ufapes have become 
known to us, and with Mr Locke, as that philofopher 
has explained his fentiments in his 'Treatife on Educa- 
tion, Lord Monsoppo believes, that the conftitution of 
the human body, even when it is fickly and feeble, but 
much more when ir poffefles a natural foundnefs, of 
fome force to refilt the invafion of difeafe, is to be in- 
vigorated and beft preferved in health, by expofure to 
want, fatigue, inclemency of weather, and to all thofe 
viciflitudes of enjoyment and endurance which are ufu- 
ally accounted dangerous, not by that tender care, luxu- 
rious maintenance, and anxiety of precaution, which, in 
this effeminate age, are fo generally deemed neceflary. 
His elde(t daughter became, many years fince, the 
wife of Kirxratricx Wittiamson, Efg. a gentle- 
man who holds a refpectable office in the Court of 
Seflion, and is univerfally beloved and efteemed. His 
fecond daughter, in perfonal lovelinefs one of the finelt 
women of the age, was beheld, in every public place, 
with general admiration, and was fought in marriage by 
many fuitors. Her mind was endowed with all her 
father’s benevolence of cemper, and with all his tafte for 
elegant literature, without any portion of his whims, or 
hamourilt | guevvmany It was her chief delight to 
be the nurfe and companion of her father’s declining-age. 
It is the who,is elegantly praifed in one of the papers 
of the Mirror, ‘as rejecting the moft flattering and ad- 
vantageous ‘opportunities of fettlement in marriage, 
that the might amufe a father’s lonelinefs, nurfe the fick- 
ly infirmity of his age, and cheer him with all the ten- 
Her pre- 
fence contributed to draw around him, in his houfe, 
and at his table, all that was truly refpectable among 
the youth. She miogled in the world of fathion, with- 
out fharing its follies ; and heard thofe flatteries which 
are there addrefled to youth and beauty, without being 
betrayed to that light and felfihh vanity which is often 
the only fentiment that fills the heart of the high praif- 
ed beauty. She delighted in reading, in literary con- 
verfation, in poetry, and in the fine arts, without con- 
tra¢ting from this tafte, any of that pedantic felf-con- 
ceit and affectation whith ‘ufually characterize literary 
ladies, and whofe'prefence never fails to frighten away 
the domeftic virtues, the graces, the delicacies, and: all 
the more interefting charms of the fex. When Burixs, 
the well known Scottifh poet, firft arrived from the 
plough in Ayrfhire, to publith his poems in Edinburgh,

there was none by. whom he was more zealoufly patro- 
nized, than by Lord Monsoppo and his lovely daugh- 
No man’s feelings were ever more powerfully or 
more exquifitely alive than thofe of the ruftie bard, to 
the emotions of gratitude, or to the .admiration of the 
good and the fair. Ina poem which he at that time 
wrote, as a panegyrical addrefs to Edinburgh, he took 
occafion to celebrate the beauty and excellence of Mifs 
Burnet, in perhaps, the fineft{tanza of the wholes 
“ Thy daughters bright thy walks adorn, 
« Gay as the gilded summer sky, 
“ Sweet as the dewy milk-white tharn, 
“ Dear as the raptur’d thrill of joy! 
“« Fair B strikés th’ adoring eye; 
“ Heav’n’s beauties on my fancy shine, 
“ T see the Sire af Love on high, 
«© And own his work, indeed, divine!” 

She was the ornament of the elegant fociety of the city 
in which the refided, her father’s pride, and the com- 
fort of his domeftic life in his declining years. Every 
amiable and every noble fentiment was familiar to her 
heart, every female virtue was exemplified in her life. 
Yet, this woman, thus Icvely, thus elegant, thus wife

Neither his philofophy, nor the neceflary torpor of the 
feelings of extreme old age, could either hinder Lord 
Monsoppo from being very deeply affeéted by fo grie- 
vous a lofs ; from that time he began to droop exceed- 
ingly in his health and fpirits,

Extract of a Letter from Sir Morton Even, K. B. dated 
Vienna, May 23, 1799- 
I have the honour of enclofing three Extraordinary 


Gazettes of this place, with the tranflations, together 


with the tranflation of an article in the Ordinary Ga- 
zette of yelterday, and ep: congratulate your 
Lordthip on the happy turn of affairs in the Grifons 
and the Little Cantons, which muft contribute fo effen- 
tially to the further fuccefs of the campaign in Italy, 
and fo greatly facilitate the operations of the Rufhan 
army, which entered this country on the 15th inftant, 
and of that undér the command of the Archduke 
Charles. 
VIENNA, MAY 18. 1799 

Captain Vimmer, of she regiment of Lobkowitz ca- 
valry, arrived here yelterday from Field Marfhal Su- 
warrow, with the following account of his farther ope- 
rations. ae ' | 

As every account agreed that the enemy had only a 
{mall grrrifon in Tortona, Field Marfhal Suwatrow ar- 
dered Prince Pangrazion, who was at Pavia, to crofs 
the Po without delay with the advanced guard, confilt- 
ing of a regiment of chaffeurs, two battalions of grena~ 
diers, two battalions of infantry,-and two regiments of 
Coffacks, under the command of Colonel Grekow. 

They paffed the river near Corvefino in barges and 
flat-bottomed boats, and pufhed forward to Voghera.— 
On reconnoitring, it was difcovered that the enemy had 
ftrengthened the garrifon of Tortona, in confequence 
of which General Karaiczay received orders to join 
the Prince, who croffed the river with two battalions 
of the regiment of Frélich, two fquadrons of Lobko- 
witz’s dragoons, and two of Karaiczay’s, which paf- 
fed the Scrivia near Caltel Nuovo, and formed near 
Torre di Garrofole, between Tortonma and Alexan- 
dria. 

But the following day having learnt that Moreau 
was pofted near Alexandria, on the banks of ‘the river, 
with the two divifions of Victor and Grenier, and 
whatever force he had been able to colleét from Turin 
and other places, the Field Marfhal refolved to march 
with his whole army againft Tortona. 

The two divifions Zoph and Frolich, under the or- 
ders of the General of cavalry Melas, marched from 
their camp at Cafal Pulterlengo to Plaifance, where 
they pafled the Po, after having previoufly carried the 
important poft of Bovis (leaving there General Morzin, 
with thrée battalions and two {quadrons,), and encamp- 
ed near Caffel St Giovanni. The following day they 

afled through Voghera, and on the oth arrived by 
Pots Coronne at Tortona. At dufk the fame day 
Major-General Marquis Chatelet attacked the gate of 
Voghera with two battalions of the regiment of Al- 
vinezy, a referve of grenadiers, and a fquadron of Lob- 
kowitz, under the orders of Colonel Spanochi, and with 
the afliftance of the inhabitants, who at heart are faith- 
ful to their king, the gate was forced, notwithftanding 
Thus fell the fortsefs of 
Tortona, the key of Piedmont. 

The Ruffian General Prince Gortzakow witneffed 
their operation ; the tfoops were received with fhouts 
of joy by the inhabitants. The town was illuminated 
the whole night, and the next day (the roth) high mafs 
and Te Deum were fung at the churches. 

There were but few cannon in the town. The ene- 
my; 700 men ftrong, have retired to the citadel, which 
is blockaded by four battalions, andthe works are al- 
ready begun. 

The enemy left behind them 250 wounded or fick, 
of whom 12 are officers. 

The army pafled the Scrivia on the 10th, which was 
fo fwo!n and fo rapid as to render it fimpoflible to con- 
{truét a bridge. The men pafled through tbe water up 
to their middle, and joined the Ruffian advanced guard 
near Torre di Carvolele. 

General Vukaffovich advanced with his brigade be- 
yond Novara to Vercecelli; and his advanced guard, 
under Colonel! Prince Charles of Rohan, took the im- 
portant fortrefs of Ivrea, which fecures to us the valley 
of Aoft. Thirty pieces of cannon and a great quantity 
of ammunition were found in the place. 

A detachment of the fame corps has alfo taken 17 
guns on the Lago Maggiore. 

Colonel Prince Victor of Rohan puthed forward with 
a corps of about 2000 men as far as the Lake of Co- 
mo, where he took one gun-boat, and obliged the ene- 
my to burn two others. + 

Being fupported by the peafants, who take up arms 
every where, he has marched again{t a body of French, 
who have retreated to the environs of Chiavenna. The 
Canton uf Uri, aud the diftrifts of Bellinazone, are 
alfo in infurrectiun againft the French.

Mr Dunpas prefented a meflape from his Majelty, 
which was read by the Speaker, as follows .— 
G.R 


His Majesty thinks proper to acquaint this. House, that he 
had some time since concuded an eventual engapement with 
his good brother ana ally, the Emperor of Russia, for em- 
ploying 45,0cO men against the common enemy, in such 
manner as the state of affairs in Europe at that period ap- 
peared to render most advantageous. 

The change of circumstances which has since arisen, having 
rendered a different application of that force more desireable, 
his Majesty has, the satisfaction recently to learn, that the 
views of the Emperor of Russia in that respect are entirely 
conformable to his own. But his Majesty has not yet received 
‘any account that the former engagements to that effect huve 
beca regtilarly concluded. He hias, however, the satisfaction 
of hearing that the same proifptitude and zeal in support of 
the common caus:, which his ally has already manifested in a 
manner so honourable to himself, and so signally beneficial to 
Europe, have induced him already to put this army in motion, 
towards the place of its destination as new settled by mutual 
consent. 

His Majesty therefore thinks it right to acquaint the House 
of Commons, that the pecuniary conditions of this treaty will 
oblige his Majesty to pay the sam of L.’225,000 in ar 
instalments, as prepartive money, and to pay a monthly sub- 
sidy of L. 25,000, as well as to engage for.a further payment 
at the rate of L.. 37,500 per month. which payment is not to 
take place till after the conclusion of a peace made by common 
consent. ; 

His Majesty relies on the zeal and public spirit of his faith- 
ful Commons to enable him to make good these engagements, 
and his Majesty being desirous of continuing to afford the ne- 
cessary succours to his ally the Queen of Portugal, as well as 
to give timely and effectual assistance at this important con- 
juncture to the Swiss cantons, for the récovery of their an- 
cient liberty and independence, and to niake every other ex- 
ertion for improving to the utmost the signal advantages which, 
by the blessing of God, have attended the operations of the 
combined arms on the Continent since the commencement of 
the present campaign, recommends it also to the House ,of 
Commons, to enable his Majesty to enter into such further en- 
gagements, arid to take such measures as may be best adapted 
to the exigency of* affairs, and'most likely, by continued per- 
severance and vigour, to complete the general” deliverance 
of Europe from the insypportable tyranny of the French Re- 
public. 

Mr Dunnas then moved, that the fame he’ referred 
to a Committee of Supply.—Ordered. 

REDUCTION OF THE MILITIA. 

Mr Donbas tated, that the prefent military efta- 
blifhment was fully adequate to the fecurity of Great 
Britain—but it muft be admitted, that it was neceflary 
to exhibit our vigour elfewhere to very benefical pur- 
pofes.. He wifhed not to“have it underftood that his 
head was now running after any chimerical enterprize ; 
and though the expeditions which he-had advifed to the 
Welt Indies and elfewhere were fubjeds for fucceffive 
attacks at the other fide of the Houfe, yet he would 
affert again and again, that from the diverfion occafion- 
ed by our arms in various quarters was to be attributed

ved, after reducing the militia, there would/be a force 
of not lefs than 200,000 armed men exiting in this 
kingdom, and while he was addrefling Englith hearts, 
they would join with him that Englithmen may, fo pro- 
tected, fleep in fafety on their pillow. 

He next adverted to the volunteers, to whom he 
paid the tribute due to their meritorious zeal. Two

time he withed to have it underftood that he had no i- 
dea whatever of converting the militia fervice of any 
man to the regulat army without his own voluntary con- 
fent. He hoped by this means to add to the regular 
force an army of 20,000 men, which, from the pecu- 
liar fetvice on which they were to be employed, would 
be preferable and more congenial to the feelings of the 
public than foreign auxiliaries. Mr Dundas concluded

Friday fome French papers were received in London, 
down ro the date of the 1ft inft. Their contents, with 
the exception of the followiug articles, are not  particu- 
larly interefting: 

They contain two letters from General Massena to 
the French Direétory, dated the 24th and 25th ultimo, 
by the firlt of which it appears ‘* that the Avuftrians 
were repulfed in an attempt to crofs the Rhine, with a 

















blentz (in the Canton of Zurich) and Klingnau, with 
the lofs of 300 prifoners, and feveral drowned in at- 
tempting to repafs the Rhine.”—In. the fecond letter 
General Massena ftates, “that the Auftrians having 
colle&ted a great force on the left bank of the Thur (he 
does not ftate how all the country between the Rhine 
and the Thur came into the poffeflion of the Auftrians, 
and where they now remain) he had thought it. necef- 
fary to attack them, and had driven them back to the 
right bank of that river. In this action the Auftrians 
are faid to have loft 3500 prifoners, amongft whom are 
Colonel de Barco and Captain Priace of Honsnvoe, 
befides one ftandard, two pieces of cannon, and 2000 
killed and wounded. The French had 400 killed and 
wounded.”” 

An article from Strafburg of the 27th ult. three days 
after Maffena’s action mentions, “ That the Aultrian’s 
were in poffefiion of Wintertons, on the right bank of 
the Thur, and that the Swifs Convention, after na- 
ming a Committee of feven perfons, who, together with 
the Executive Directory, were to exercife all the 
authority of the State, had diffolved itfelf. The Di- 
rectory, &¢. had retired from Lucerne to Arau.” 

From the latter intelligence, it appears obvious, that 
notwith{tanding Maffena’s boaft ofa great vidory, which 
in all probability, has been no more than an affiair of 
polts, fomething particular has happenec to oblige the 
Helvetic Governmentto remove its ground. All the 
accounts from Strafburgh {peak of Switzerland as in an 
almoft general ftate of infurrection. — 

The meffage of his. Majefty on cae iy"? night to 
Parliament, combined with the fpeech of Mr Dundas, 
of the propofed redu@tion of the militia, which has for 
its obje& an increafe of the regular military force of 
the kingdom, to be employed: in offenfive operations, 
furnifhes much ground of {peculation. 

It will be remembeggd, that fome time ‘fince: Go- 
vernment exprefled itfelf anxioufly defirous of giving 
relief to the opprefled Swifs ; with this .wiew-it-was, we 
will prefume, that thé aid of the Emperor of Roflia was 
called in, and troops were in confequence put in mo- 
tion, intended to act againft the French in Switzerland. 

Circumflances have, however, occurred, we learn 
from his Majefty’s meffage, which render a different 
application of the Ruffian fublidized force defirable, and 
that prompt to execute its office, that force is on its 
march towards the point where it may be expected to 
aét with more effe&; from all which we learn, that 
the Swifs territory is confidered as already refcued by 
the Aultrians, and therefore we conclude that the new 
levy of Rufhians are intended to make a diverfion on 
fome point of French frontier, which late events have 
expofed, and that in a quarter where difaffeétion to the 
Direétorial fyftem of Government is molt deeply rooted, 
namely, in the fouth, which the compleat conqueft of 
Piedmont would reader eafy of accels on the fide of 
Provence.—Nice, in Piedmont, it is to be obferved, is 
pot more than 100 miles from the principal port of 
France in the Mediterranean, Toulon. 

Thus, much for the probable deftination of our Ruf- 
fian auxiliaries ; meanwhile the extra force to be fur- 
nifhed in confequence of the reduction of the militia, 
we will fuppofe, is intended to be directed againit fome 
other, but very remote point, probably on the coatt of 
Holland or Flanders, where alone an Englifh army could 
be expected to act with fuccefs, and where, every re- 
cent account encourages us to hope, it would be well 
received by the great majority of the inhabitants; we 
know of no other object it can have, fo accordant with 
the general hints and declarations of Mr Dundas, or 
the purfuit of which is more likely to be an acceptable 
fervice for the troops themfelves.
